Nowhere  in  South  America  have  the 
twin  crises  of  political  rebellion  and 
economic  collapse  taken  so  high  a 
toll  as  in  Peru.  Since  1980,  thirty 
thousand  people  have  died  in  the 
war  between  the  Shining  Path  and 
government  forces.

Among  the  people  we  meet  are 
Victor  Cordova,  the  leader  of  a  village 
peasant  patrol  who  finds  that  winning 
dignity  from  the  authorities  comes  at 
the  price  of  losing  an  infant  son,  and 
the  enigmatic  Alberto  Fujimori,  who 
appeared  from  nowhere  to  win  Peru's 
presidency  in  1990. 

In  one  of  the  book's  most  provoca- 
tive chapters,  the  author  explores 


why  so  many  Peruvian  women  felt 
compelled  to  join  the  murderous 
Shining  Path.  She  portrays  them  not 
as  terrorist  cutouts,  but  as  human 
beings  who  have  made  hard  choices 
about  life,  politics,  and  the  possibil- 
ity of  change.

This  is  the  personal  account  of  a  man 
who  grew  up  in  China  and  witnessed 
the  tumultuous  years  of  the  Cultural 
Revolution.  Born  in  Nanjing  in  1958, 
Zhu  Xiao  Di  was  the  son  of  idealistic, 
educated  parents.  His  father  and 
uncles  joined  the  Communist  move- 
ment in  the  1930s  during  the  Japanese 
occupation  and  were  influential 
underground  and  military  leaders 
throughout  the  revolution.  Despite 
their  honorable  history,  they  fell  into 
political  disfavor  by  the  time  of  the 
Cultural  Revolution.  In  1968,  when 
Zhu  was  just  ten  years  old,  his  mother 
and  father  were  taken  to  different 
labor  camps  for  "rehabilitation." 

In  the  face  of  this  injustice,  the 
Zhus  struggled  to  maintain  family 
ties  and  uphold  traditional  values. 
Eventually,  the  family  was  reunited 
and  restored  to  some  measure  of 
prominence,  and  a  monument  was 
later  erected  in  Nanjing  in  honor  of 
Zhu's  father,  Zhu  Qiluan. 

At  the  heart  of  this  narrative  are 
the  trials  of  a  family  caught  in  the 
crosscurrents  of  history — from  the 
early  attractions  of  the  Communist 
revolution  to  the  national  disaster 
that  followed  and  the  subsequent 
odyssey  of  recovery.

Here  is  a  beautifully  crafted  collec- 
tion of  stories  about  women  who 
have  arrived  at  awkward  edges  in 
their  lives.  Some  are  adolescents, 
some  at  the  brink  of  old  age,  and 
some  find  themselves  suddenly  ill  or 
pregnant.  Others  come  to  the  abrupt 
discovery  that  their  marriages  are  not 
as  whole  as  they  had  believed,  while 
a  few  tumble  onto  startling  secrets. 
But  despite  their  range  in  age  and 
situation,  they  all  try  to  use  their  new 
knowledge  to  stitch  together  a  fresh 
pattern  by  which  to  live. 

While  most  of  the  action  unfolds 
along  the  East  Coast — in  Maryland, 
Maine,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  New 
York — several  of  the  women  travel  to 
Arizona,  California,  and  Jamaica.  Often 
the  light  is  too  bright  in  these  glittery 
places  and  they  wonder  why  they  have 
come.  Many  seem  to  be  searching  for  a 
sense  of  home,  which  one  girl  describes 
as  a  place  that  is  "complete  and  full  of 
longing  all  at  once." 

Yet  this  desire  for  a  personal 
territory,  a  point  of  constancy,  is  not 
necessarily  rewarded:  in  this  book, 
separations  lead  to  divorce,  sisters 
continue  to  misread  each  other, 
cancers  kill.  Still,  the  women  refuse 
to  turn  their  gaze  away  from  what 
the  world  has  thrown  in  their  path. 
Often  as  not,  they  pick  it  up,  wonder 
at  it,  test  its  relevance,  and  continue 
on,  not  happier  perhaps,  but  cer- 
tainly more  knowing.

This  book  analyzes  the  ways  in 
which  the  American  film  and 
television  industry — the  multifac- 
eted,  male-dominated  institution 
known  as  Hollywood — has  re- 
sponded to  the  feminist  cultural 
revolution  of  the  past  twenty-five 
years.  The  focus  is  on  the  treatment 
of  those  ideals  and  institutions, 
especially  "the  family,"  within 
which  prevailing  notions  of  gender 
and  sexuality  are  embedded  and  take 
on  active  life. 

Distinguishing  his  own  neo- 
Marxist  approach  from  that  of  other 
media  scholars,  Philip  Green  pursues 
two  interrelated  themes.  In  the  first 
part  of  the  book,  he  looks  at  the 
strategies  Hollywood  has  employed 
to  deflect  or  absorb  the  ideological 
challenges  posed  by  the  feminist 
critique  of  contemporary  American 
society.  He  demonstrates  the  ways  in 
which  mainstream  movies  and 
television  programs,  no  matter  how 
unconventional  or  "subversive"  they 
may  appear,  produce  and  reproduce 
familiar  images  of  sexuality  and 
gender  identity.  In  the  second  part, 
Green  highlights  instances  in  which 
reproduction  of  the  dominant 
ideology  is  less  successful  by  examin- 
ing several  recent  cinematic  genres — 
the  female  action  movie,  the  rape- 


revenge  cycle,  and  the  new  film 
noir — that  portray  the  real  ambigu- 
ities of  a  social  order  in  upheaval.

explains  how  the  tale  draws  upon  a 
number  of  popular  Anglo-American 
literary  genres,  including  the  female 
warrior  narrative,  the  sentimental 
novel,  and  the  urban  expose.
